The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 12, the prior art fails to show or teach an 
electrical connector or adapter structure comprising a metal housing with a 
portion raised above the outer surface, and with a plastic covering formed over 
the outer surface and around the raised portion, with the features and 
arrangement claimed. 

Regarding claim 17, the prior art fails to show or teach a method of 
manufacturing an electrical connector comprising the step of forming a metal 
housing adapted to hold an electrical connector plug and having a raised 
portion arranged as claimed, and a second manufacturing step forming a non- 
metal cover over the housing and around a raised portion, in the manner 
claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
